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INTRODUCTION 


Robert Loder’s farm was in the parish of Harwell, which lies 
just on the north side of the Berkshire Downs. Its southern 
boundary is on the slope of the Downs slightly below the Ridge 
Way and its northern a little beyond the railway line, which cuts 
across what may once have been water-meadows. It resembles 
closely its neighbour on the west, East Hendred, and is a simi- 
larly shaped long-sided parallelogram, with practically the same 
physical characteristics . 1 

The village is midway between the Down and the Moor Ditch 
which lies just beyond its northern boundary, and the houses 
cluster round the cross-roads. With the exception of a few modern 
bungalows it must look very much as it did when Loder was farm- 
ing here, but if the projected aerodrome is built great changes 
may be anticipated. The low-lying land at this, the north end, 
is heavy and wet and was probably meadow or grazing land. This 
assumption is supported by the existence of a muddy track run- 
ning north from near the Bishop's Manor and marked on the 
modern Ordnance Survey map “ Cow Lane," although the evidence 
of the original Tithe map indicates that it was also known as Hill 
Mead Road. " Marshland Barn ” on the north-east of this lane is 
another name significant here. The evidence of the Inclosure 
Award of 1805 entirely confirms these conclusions, and adds a 
few details to the modern 6-inch Ordnance Survey map.. 

The arable land was divided into two fields, the East Field and 
the West Field. The East Field lay south and partly east of the 
village and stretched towards the Downs. The West Field was 
partly south and partly west of the village, but of course contiguous 
to the East Field in its southerly parts. It is not clear from the 
accounts whether the " Hame,” i.e. Ham Common, was surrounded 
by arable strips of the West Field or not, but the modem Ham 
Road, running north at almost right angles to the most northerly

of the roads which cross the parish east and west, shows that it 
was a little to the north-west of the village. 

The absence of a contemporary map makes it difficult to re- 
construct the distribution of the village lands, but the main 
features are clear and they are characteristic of many of the very 
similar villages in this region. 

Some few further details, which serve to elucidate local geography, 
can be gathered from the Tithe Award and map of 1840 and the 
Inclosure Award and map of 1805. Broadway was a road r unning 
east and west across the parish from the village of Hagboume 
towards Wantage. It is not clear, however, what Loder meant 
when he describes certain lands as above or below Broadway. 
Altitude is no guide, and the points of the compass are not indicated. 
The name still persists. 

Hollow Way is the road leading to the village of Chilton on the 
south-east of Harwell towards the Down. The Tithe map shows 
that the land lying near, and west of Ham Road, was known as 
Ham Common, and that a field on the east was known as the Clay 
Pits. Possibly these pits were at one time on the common. 

The inclosure documents disclose that the Winnow Way ran 
from Broadway in a southerly direction almost parallel to the 
Hollow Way, while Clive Way was a private road parallel to and 
north of Broadway, running eastwards from the main street. It 
lay between the furlongs called the Clive and Smallbrook, both of 
which occur in the accounts. 

Parallel to Ham Road was Abington Path Road, running in a 
northerly direction. Both these paths are still in existence. At this 
time there was a triangular piece comprising three old enclosures 
at the south-west of the parish, one being the Parson’s Down and 
the others in private occupation. In Loder’s time one or other or 
all of these probably formed Awfield. The total area of the three 
was *35 a - 1 r - 33 P- ip 1805. Hoopswell brook, referred to in the 
accounts, ran alongside Ham Common, and Sheephouse is still 
shown on the Ordnance Survey map. 

The balance of the old inclosures listed in the award and shown 
on the map are, as might be expected, of small size, and adjacent 
to the village, usually backing on to houses. An isolated piece 
of 8 acres, with a cottage, orchard and close, known as Ham Close, 
adjacent to the common, was an exception ; but whether this was 
an encroachment in old times, or one of Loder’s “ houses ” it is 
now impossible to decide. 
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The Farm. 

Unfortunately no terrier of the lands of Robert Loder seems to 
remain, and the accounts themselves do not provide explicit details 
of the holding. It is obvious, however, that the farm consisted of 
a number of strips in each of the two arable fields, some of which 
were in blocks, and some isolated amongst similar strips in the 
occupation of others. In addition there were certain common 
pasture rights in the Ham, the South Marsh and the Town 
Mead, as well as upon the stubbles of the corn fields. Some land 
was held in severalty, but the area of these pieces is not defined. 
The Paddock is one of these and the orchards others. It is not 
clear whether land at Shephouse was in severalty or not. Some 
part of the meadows was apparently in Lots, and some were 
fenced. There is a slight indication that part of the latter at least 
had been made into water-meadows, and possibly these were close 
by the modern line of railway. 

An attempt to calculate the area held in the open fields based 
upon the seed sown in different years gives no very satisfactory 
result, but for what they are worth, these figures are given in the 
following table : —

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A different combination of the years would obviously give a 
slightly different result, but these figures indicate that the acreage 
of the farm lying in the open fields was in the region of a maxi- 
mum of 150 acres. The Victoria County History of Berkshire makes 
it clear that Loder occupied the Prince’s Manor farm and m 1840, 
long after the enclosure, the Tithe Award states that the acreage of 
this farm was then 302 a. 0 r. 1 p. Assuming that this was not 
materially altered by the enclosure, Loder would have occupied 
about 150 acres of open held, possibly over 100 acres of enclosed 
down at Awfield, some other oddments of enclosures, his orchards, 
the Paddock, and so on, and had rights of grazing over the common, 
together with some acres of meadow either enclosed or in lots. 
The acreage of enclosed Down may be exaggerated here, and some 
deduction should perhaps be made from that part of the farm in 
order to provide for enclosures elsewhere, meadows and grazing 
rights, but clearly the holding was of a substantial size, tending 
indeed towards what are high figures for the acreage of the majority 
of farms even to-day. 

The Terrier of the* Glebe in 1634 (App. I) illustrates the distri- 
bution of the strips which comprised a holding in the two fields, 
and Loder’s accounts show that, although some of his land was in 
small blocks of strips, his holding must have closely resembled the 
Glebe. 

The Farmer. 

Robert Loder, the second son of his father, was born on the 
1st November, 1389, entered upon his inheritance at his coming of 
age in 1610, and died in 1640. 1 He married Mary, daughter of 
William Andrewes, of the adjoining village of Sutton Courtenay. 

Neither he nor his immediate ancestors seem to have had any 
taste for public office, or to have exercised manorial rights. His 
father and his uncle were not in the Commission for the Peace of 
Berkshire in 1601, 2 and it is much to be feared that Robert Loder 
himself was inclined to give bribes and be amerced in order to 
avoid public duties. 

The character of the man is clearly defined by these accounts. 

Before all things he was a business man, and he was very enter- 
prising. He farmed his land because he wished to make a living 
and he wanted that living to be as substantial as possible. He

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records, after the event, how much more profit he would have made, 
if he had acted differently. He is concerned not only with the 
relative advantage to be derived from such major matters as grow- 
ing more wheat and less barley, or in keeping a breeding flock as 
against buying in ewes, but with such details as the comparative 
merits of board wages and day or week rates, piece work, and so 
on. He was an early seventeenth-century “ improver,” and the 
probability is that there were many such . 1 

Although he tried to be meticulously careful in financial details 
he was not ungenerous. Often he had guests in his house for a 
long time together, and he made numerous presents to one and 
another, presents of “ no mean value neither,” as he might have said 
himself. Again his humanity is evident in his treatment of a 
defaulting “ tasker ” who was in love with his maid Alee. Either 
this man was so preoccupied with Alee that he did not do his work 
thoroughly or he was a thief. At any rate, Loder did not get as 
much barley threshed out that year as he expected, and mentions 
the deficiency and its probable causes entirely without rancour as 
it would appear. This is not the only deficiency in his returns, and 
he is quite bitter about thefts by unknown robbers and the possible 
delinquencies of “ taskers,” who were, he seems to think, capable 
of petty theft which reduced his profits, a most tender subject with 
him. 

He carries this matter of resentment for small returns rather far 
upon occasion, and illustrates thereby an attitude of mind, perhaps 
common to his time and class, which has already been generalized . 2 
When he has a good year, he is effusive in his praises of the generosity 
of the Almighty towards his unworthy servant, but when a crop 
is poor, he somewhat reproachfully remarks that God distributes 
his mercies as it pleases him. 

The Accounts. 

A cursory examination of the accounts gives the impression that 
they are more complete than they turn out to be when a detailed 
analysis is made. Loder, in common with the major part of 
humanity, had intentions more excellent than his power of per- 
formance. His arithmetic is by no means always exact, and his 
enthusiasm for his latest project fills his mind to the exclusion of

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more ordinary details. The result is that there are the most extra- 
ordinary lacunae in the accounts. 

He always deals with his crops and hay, and he was continuously 
interested in his orchards. For these things therefore he supplies 
a mass of figures. He only gives a little information about sheep, 
but it is improbable that he had no flock in the years when the 
yield from it is not mentioned in the accounts. Similarly there is 
only isolated information about his cattle and horses, and practically 
none about his pigs. 

Farming Technique. 

Arable . Since the arable lands of the two manors which com- 
prised the parish of Harwell were intermixed and distributed between 
only two open fields, it is clear that in any one year the arable 
crops must have been grown on the “ lands ” of one or the other 
of these fields. Loder makes this quite definite in his accounts. 
The introductory phrase to practically every year’s record is worded 
like that of 1613 — “ The Value of my whole crope growne in the 
West Field the first whole crope that ever I had ther ; and growne 
in Anno 1613 as abovesayd and how much wheat and barlye I 
had growne then with poulse & fatches.” Upon at least one occa- 
sion (1614), however, Loder hitched some land in the fallow field 
with pulse and vetches, but ordinarily he was obliged to grow the 
major portion of his crops in the corn field of the year as were, 
it may be presumed, the other occupiers. This was of necessity, 
because one of the two fields lay fallow every other year. 

Unfortunately for the student the range of crops cultivated by 
Loder did not include all those grown in the country, but was even 
more limited. No oats, rye or buckwheat appear in this record, 
and a minute purchase of oatmeal for the household suggests that 
Loder did not care for this crop either for household or animal 
consumption. Only wheat and barley, peas, beans and vetches were 
grown the first two were partly cash crops and the last three 
were useful forage. Loder sets out the lands on which he grew his 
wheat, but he does not describe the strips on which barley was 
grown, although he does occasionally label the pulse lands. Com- 
plete rotations cannot therefore be worked out, and the absence of 
a contemporary map makes it difficult even to place the " lands ” 
on which the wheat was grown. From the list of the lands under 
wheat in each alternate year, and the fact that he was gradually 
increasing the acreage of his com crop throughout the period, he 
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clearly had a very considerable degree of choice in sowing his various 
strips. The information that is given in the accounts is shown in 
the table on pages xiv and xv. 

The list shows that he sometimes grew wheat on the same lands 
after one fallow year, and that sometimes he allowed a longer 
interval to elapse. On those lands where wheat does not reappear 
after the fallow year, it is possible that barley was grown, and 
since some lands in the West Field were sown with wheat in 1613, 
hitched with pulse in 1615, and sown with wheat again in 1617, 
Loder may have been trying to work according to Tusser’s ideal 
rotation, 1 

Some useth at first, a good fallow to make. 

To sow thereon barley, the better to take 

Next that to sow pease, and of that to sow wheat, 

Then fallow again, or lie lay for thy neat, 

leaving, however, a year's fallow between each crop. In none of 
these years was the number of lands at Catsbraine cultivated with 
the specific crop mentioned the same, so that the balance of lands 
here must in each year have been used for some other crop or 
“ lay laye " either for hitch-grazing or hay. Six lands “ above 
Hame ” were kept for this purpose in 1613 when the West Field 
was the corn field, and this is not an isolated example of such a 
practice. 2 

Access to the separate strips in the corn field must have been 
easy even in the spring when the wheat was coming up. Doubt- 
less the headlands and the meres and occasionally the balks allowed 
man, beast, and implement to arrive at the desired point. Any- 
one who has walked in those districts of Germany where strip 
cultivation still persists must have noticed the tangle of bridle- 
ways and paths leading hither and thither, amongst which it is 
difficult to select that leading to the next village because their 
widths and surface varied so little. A similar network of ways 
probably intersected the open fields of Jacobean England. Whether 
that was so or not, Loder was able to approach strips that were 
adjacent to growing wheat. In 1615 one land at Dirthangells 
and 4 1 lands above the Hame, which had been sown with wheat 
in the previous autumn, failed on account of the wet winter. In

the spring he must have ploughed them again because he sowed 
these lands with barley. In 1612 four lands in the East Field were 
down to wheat, and one barley land was next them. The last 
must have been ploughed in the spring of 1611/12 and sowed 
then. 

Loder also found it possible to reserve parts of the fallow field 
from common grazing in order to grow pulse and vetches on the 
hitch, and what he could do no doubt other men could also do. 
In 1614, 1617 and 1618 he must have fenced lands in the fallow 
field for this purpose. 1 

Loder ’s idea of rotation does not seem to have been very explicit, 
but this point cannot be fairly decided from the evidence he has 
provided. Apparently, however, it was something like this ; wheat, 
fallow, wheat or barley, fallow. Sometimes a catch crop of peas, 
beans or vetches was sown on some of the fallow, and sometimes 
these forage crops were grown on some strips of the corn field in the 
time between the two crops of cereals. Loder had some idea that 
growing pulse in this way was liable to reduce the fertility of his 
soil, but the opposite was the fact of the matter. He is a little 
uncertain on the point, expressing both views upon different 
occasions. 

The cultivation of the arable land followed the orthodox lines 
of the day. Sometimes his ploughings of the fallow exceeded what 
was normally recommended. A large area, for instance, was 
“ yarred,” i.e. ploughed, four times in 1612 and stirred twice before 
the seed was sown. Other parts of the farm were fallow ploughed 
three times only, the normal practice then. If a catch crop of 
legumes was grown, Loder reckoned that the necessary ploughing 
saved one for the succeeding crop of grain. Details of the fallow 
ploughings are not given for each year, but the examples provided 
make it clear that Loder followed the ordinary usage of his time, 
but did extra work in the preparation of the seed bed as and when 
he thought it necessary. 

Since Loder invariably sets out the quantity of seed sown each 
year for wheat and barley and always gives the total of the crop 
harvested, it is possible, within reasonable limits, to decide what 
acreage he devoted to each crop, its acre yield, and the proportion 
of each crop grown. These details are set out in the table on 
opposite page.

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From this table it is clear that Loder took his own advice to 
grow more wheat, but he did not necessarily grow less barley, 
although towards the end of the decade the area of wheat closely 
approximated that under barley. If the figures can be trusted 
the acreage yields are illuminating. They fluctuate widely, but 
for his day are generally high, some of the later harvests giving as 
high returns as the national average of to-day, and indeed some- 
times rather higher. Loder had therefore justice on his side when 
he proclaims a return of 13 : 1 in wheat as a most marvellous 
yield. This feature of the returns is more marked with wheat 
than with barley, — the latter, except in 1620, being uniformly 
below what would be an average crop to-day. 

Loder did not over-winter enough cattle to provide farmyard 
manure for all his arable land. He did, of course, share in the casual 
manure provided by the grazing of sheep and cattle in the fallow 
field, but as we do not know the acreage of the fields nor the number 
of animals kept in the village we cannot tell how effective this was. 
It can only have provided a meagre supply of plant nutrient and 
had to be supplemented. Loder used both horse- and cow-dung, 
and in addition he used the mud from the pound, the Shephouse 
dung, possibly from sheep kept in the yard, black ashes, sometimes 
purchased, and malt dust, both the waste of his own malt house 
and purchased supplies. The dung from the pigeon-cote was also 
useful. The rate of application of these materials it is impossible to 
decide. Loder put stated quantities on certain lands, but he 
does not say what the area was, so no computation of the efficiency 
of the manuring can be made. Clearly, however, he was exploiting 
all available sources of manurial supplies, and he gave earnest 
consideration to the effect of his applications upon the subsequent 
crop. 

The varieties of wheat grown were red, white and cone, those 
of barley not being named. It is noteworthy that barley lands 
were usually more heavily dunged than those intended for wheat. 
Loder comments in one year (1617) that 105 loads of dung put 
m a heap between Midsummer and harvest had shrunk to only 
62 loads when he came to put it on the stubbles at the end 
of January. A good deal of the plant nutrient had doubtless 
vanished in this shrinkage. 

The Hay Crop. Not much could be done to improve meadow 
lands unless they were held in severalty, but Loder demonstrates his 
spirit of enterprise here as elsewhere. In the first year of his 
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occupation he expended money on the making of mounds and 
hedging in the Paddock, presumably to secure it against trespassers. 
Besides this and his orchards, which he mowed for hay or used 
for grazing, he had meadow in the Hame, the Town Mead and 
the South Marsh, and he mowed his headlands as well as the strips 
in the cornfield which he laid to grass. Smoothmead and Ottlands 
seem to have been pasture since no hay is recorded as having been 
gained from them. 

For the first few years Loder contented himself with the ordinary 
simple precautions that any farmer would take on meadow lands. 
He did a little “ thisseling ” or cutting thistles, he hired a mole 
catcher to destroy the moles and spread their heaps. But in the 
Mead he tried “ watering,” and from the context it seems that 
water-meadows had, if only in an elementary form, been constructed 
there. In the northern extremity of the village there remain to-day 
what look like works of this kind, but of course it is impossible to 
estimate their age. Loder paid 4 d. a man for watching the water 
one night. He did put some manure on the “ middle furland ” 
here, amounting to 20 loads of “ black earth,” possibly dug out of 
the Moor ditch, or possibly “ pounde mud,” and 2 loads of " black 
ashes,” which may have been wood or peat ash or perhaps soot. 
He expresses the opinion that watering is excellent for the hay 
crop in a dry season, but this is the only time it is mentioned in 
the accounts. 

Maybe some manure continued to be put on part of the meadow 
land from year to year, but no further such expenditure is noted 
until 1618, when 60 loads (40 beasts’ and 20 sheep’s dung) were 
put on the meadow in the South Marsh. This was followed in 
1619 by the application of three or four score loads of Shephouse 
dung to the Town Mead lots, which must by then have been individu- 
ally occupied and not cast for yearly, because a farmer would 
hardly treat a piece of meadow likely to pass into someone else’s 
hands in the following season. The north side and comer of 
Smoothmead and that part of Ottlands east of Abington path 
were dunged in 1620, but the quantity applied is not given. The 
results of these treatments he does not discuss, but no doubt he 
observed them with his usual astuteness. He was enough of empiric 
experimentalist to notice that 40 loads of Shephouse dung put 
on the yonder end of the Paddock in the winter of 1618 increased 
the yield of that part in comparison with the unmanured area. 
And he bought “ black ashes ” in the neighbouring village of 
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Chilton, in 1617, 1618 and 1619, in order to manure parts of the 
Mead at the rate of 8 loads an acre. The results were sufficiently 
good to make him regard the material as a valuable manure, while 
his success in the Paddock inclined him to think that the best 
way of using his sheep-dung was to put it on the grassland. The 
results at Ottlands were not so uniformly good. The effect of the 
Shephouse dung was easy to see, but the cow-dung gave little or 
no result, so he thinks the better use for this is on the arable. 

The yield of hay from each part of the holding is supplied, but 
here again the area is missing, and it is therefore not possible to 
make any comparison between the yield of Loder’s day and that 
of modern times. 

The Orchards. There were four orchards attached to the farm : 
Sanders, Bartletts, Upper House Close and Fardmgs, and I am 
inclined to think that the first three were attached to houses or 
cottages which Loder let separately. He mentions rents for his 
houses and specifically Bartletts, while he remarks that he re- 
entered Upper House Close in 1620. His orchards seem indeed to 
have been one of his major preoccupations, and this is readily 
comprehensible because he had been allowed to see to them for 
some years before he took over the estate at his coming-of-age. 
No details of the actual management however emerge from the 
accounts. 

Whatever it was, it was not uniformly successful. It is inter- 
esting to notice that Fardings was planted in 1605, while in 1606 
Loder set 163 werges (? stocks), of which there only remained 
in 1611 some half a dozen. He himself remarks that the yield 
from his fruit-trees varied very widely, with some special emphasis 
upon the cherry crop. It was not apparently till 1611 that he 
enclosed three of the orchards. Upper House Close presumably was 
already fenced. This was done with mounds, and Loder thinks 
then that if he were to make a quick-set hedge or fence this annual 
charge would be wiped out. It is not clear that he ever carried 
out this economy. 

Animal Economy. 

The most important animals on the farm at Harwell were the 
horses. They had to do the work summer and winter, and it was 
necessary to keep them in as high condition as possible. Loder 
spared no pains with them and did them as well as he could. In 
the summer they could graze, but Loder was not satisfied with 
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a grass-fed horse economy. Even in the summer he fed malt and 
sometimes green vetches or peas in addition. During the winter 
the problem of maintaining condition was more difficult. 

In horse-feeding his practice conforms much more closely to the 
modem system than in his treatment of his other stock. 1 The 
use of barley malt as a horse-feed was considered excellent in 
living memory, but it has now almost died out. Loder used in 
the winter rations composed of hay, chaff, malt, beans and peas, 
and very occasionally a small quantity of oats. This is very similar 
to what would be fed to-day, when to a ration of hay (or hay and 
chaff) cereal foods such as oats and a small allowance of beans, 
especially for horses doing heavy work, are added. 2 The rations 
of the other stock were less adequate, but if preference had not 
been given to the horses m sharing out the available concentrates, 
these animals, which had to do strenuous work during the winter, 
would soon have been skin and bone. 

It is interesting to note that Loder is concerned to work out the 
cost of horse-keep, and that he sets against their maintenance 
the work done and the dung produced. 

There is not a great deal of information in these accounts about 
the system of feeding cattle. Loder estimates that it took three 
loads of straw to winter a beast, and draws no distinction between 
the use of wheat and barley straw. Of other sorts he had none, 
because he did not grow the crops. It is pretty clear that his 
cattle had to over-winter on this ration of straw and what herbage 
they could graze. Perhaps they had some hay, because Loder 
did upon one occasion at least sell hay, but on one occasion 7 beasts 
ate nothing but straw after Candlemas day, presumably until the 
new grass was ready for grazing. 

Such rations were bulky and fibrous, but were low in true feeding 
value, i.e. starch equivalent. Although they had the effect of 
“ filling the animal's belly," they supplied very little actual digestible 
nutrient for purposes of maintenance, that is, of keeping the vital 
processes going normally and maintaining the health of the animals, 
or production, in which are included milk production or live-weight 
increase. 

Indeed, milk production or live-weight increase on such scanty 
winter rations of poor roughage was usually out of the question.

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They rarely supplied enough starch equivalent for maintenance 
alone. The result was that such animals as were kept over the 
winter found it necessary to draw on their bodily reserves of fat, 
which they had stored on the pasture during the summer, for 
maintenance of body warmth and for providing energy for muscular 
activity. Naturally at the end of the winter they were in poor lean 
condition. 

The inadequacy of the winter rations was perhaps the cause 
why the yield of milk from the dairy herd set up by Loder in 161S 
after “ the rate ” was excessively low by modern standards. He 
estimates that his cows gave 12 pints at a meal (a milking) all 
the year round, but this is optimistic, for immediately afterwards, 
when calculating profits for his future guidance, he saj's that 
12 cows only gave half a gallon at a meal from Whitsun to Michael- 
mas. This is only a gallon a day, which even in Lodcr's time was 
looked at askance. 1 Still Loder managed to make a profit, although 
the yield was so low and in spite of his estimate that the cost of 
wintering each animal was more than the value of its calf and 
dung. 

Loder does not disclose very much about his sheep. Presumably 
they lived very much like other sheep of the time, on the stubble 
and on the wastes or on the (?) enclosed pasture at Awfield. In 
the winter the scanty grazing was supplemented by straw. When 
he had a flock in the winter of 1612/13, 230 sheep ate all straw 
(does this mean they were at “ Shephouse ” m a fold ?) till 
15th January, and then once daily till 22nd February. The others 
only got a full ration of straw till the 15th December, and then 
once daily till 22nd February. The total amount of straw con- 
sumed by the 430 sheep in this time was 17 loads. When examin- 
ing the possibilities of making profit from shepherding, Loder, 
however, estimates rations a little more highly than this. He 
reckons 240 sheep at Awfield would eat 12 loads of straw and 
12 loads of hay in the winter months, and his other estimates are 
along similar lines except that 100 tegs are expected to consume 
10 loads of hay. He thinks the dung of 500 sheep, the number he 
proposed to keep, as worth £15 in three crops, and that it would 
suffice for 5 lands. The wool he reckons to be worth from 25s. to 
28s. a tod, and that the 500 animals will yield 50 tods, i.e. an average 
fleece of i-f- lb.

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This feeding did not err on the side of over-kindness, and even 
to-day lowland sheep farmers are accused of being often rather 
stingy towards the ewe . 1 To obtain a high lambing percentage 
and at the same time to produce strong early maturing lambs the 
ewe flock must be fed on something more adequate than what 
grass it can pick up and a little hay and straw. Ewes at winter 
grass are nowadays fed a little crushed oats or dried beet pulp, or 
perhaps a few whole beans are scattered on the grass for the ewes 
to pick up, thus providing the necessary production ration. Such 
an addition of crushed oats or beans should not have been impos- 
sible for Loder if he had appreciated its necessity. 

His pigs Loder fattened on beans. This was almost correct by 
modern standards, but it would have been better if he had ground 
the beans into meal before feeding it. The pig cannot digest 
coarse fodders like hay and straw, and modem pig-keepers use 
cereal meals that are comparatively low in content of indigestible 
fibre, with supplements to provide extra protein and mineral matter. 
Bean and pea meal comes at the end of the list of meals recom- 
mended, but Loder had to give the hogs what he had and he could 
hardly have done better than use beans. Until they were kept 
indoors for fattening doubtless Loder’s pigs roamed the commons 
and ways, well ringed to prevent them destroying the turf by 
digging, and picked up what they could. 

The Farm as a Business. 

Loder’s object in farming was to make his living from his estate. 
And his idea of making a living was not limited to providing the 
major portion of the foodstuffs required by his household, with a 
small surplus to enable him to purchase a few necessities he could 
not provide himself. He was not in his mental outlook a sub- 
sistence farmer. He wanted as large a financial return for his 
expenditure of capital, managerial work and manual work as he 
could get, and he did his utmost to obtain it. His constant pre- 
occupation with the comparative profits of growing wheat and 
barley, and his sudden interest in new enterprises when he seems 
to have thought those already established could take care of them- 
selves, is complete evidence of his objective. 

Unfortunately the last enthusiasm led him to forget some 
essentials in the accounts. I assume that he always had a flock of

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sheep and a herd of beasts, but he did not account for them in every 
year. And his arithmetic is often defective. His calculations are 
directed towards the exact assessment of his financial position, but 
his final balance sheets for each year's produce will not always 
work out. This is sometimes due to the omission of items in the 
final computation and sometimes to poor addition, but he docs 
arrive at the position fairly closely. 

Some parts of his precision are indeed a little startling in so 
early a farm accountant. He certainly computes the whole yield 
of his crop as the total profit, but he sets out quite clearly the 
amounts used in housekeeping, both of wheat and malt, what was 
given away, and sometimes what was used for feeding animals and 
poultry or used for other purposes. He also sets out the amounts 
sold and the profit obtained from sales. Again he charges interest 
on money invested in the growing crop, seed, labour, and so on. 
On the whole therefore his achievement may be held to compensate 
his small defects. 1 

Although he had evidently been seeing to the orchards for some 
years before, Loder did not actually take the estate in hand till 
Michaelmas, 1610. He had, however, the fallow in the West Field 
except 25 lands, his mother's jointure, at Lady Day before, by 
sufferance of his Uncle Ford who was apparently the executor of his 
father's will. This he did not cultivate by direct labour, but let 
it “ to halves " so that he knew little or nothing about its treatment. 
Of the crop that was gathered in the harvest of 1611 he had half, 
but this method of farming does not permit of a strict comparison 
with the direct undertaking of the later years of the accounts, and 
it may perhaps be neglected here. 

During 1611 he was also preparing by his own work for the 1612 
crop : and certain capital expenditure was necessary. For instance, 
he bought the ironwork for his first plough during 1611 and plough 
harness and cart harness for four horses. The plough was a two- 
wheel plough and was probably of much the same type as that 
illustrated by Blith as the Hertfordshire plough. 2 Carts he did 
not buy till 1612, and then only the parts for a dung pott and a 
long cart with ladders for bringing home the harvest. Since he 
does not mention the purchase of harrows it must be supposed that

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he made these himself and fitted them with wooden tines (of ash ?) 
as was then usual, or made the kind of bush harrow illustrated 
by Markham. 1 Small tools he bought as occasion required. 

To secure the net financial income upon which he was so keen 
Loder depended largely upon his arable crop. His sales were 
mainly of wheat and malt, and as I have emphasized, he was 
constantly exercised in his mind as to the relative profit to be 
gained from each. From the very first he was convinced that wheat 
was more profitable, and that to reap the most benefit he must 
increase the acreage of wheat as against the predominance in barley 
that was apparently customary. There was, of course, an 
established trade in malt down the Thames from Abingdon to 
Henley, and this may have been the reason for his self-communion. 
He only states where he sold the com once or twice, but there 
were markets in plenty near enough. The malt went, it seems, to 
Henley, whence, no doubt, it was shipped down the Thames by 
barge to London : but Newbury, Wantage, Abingdon and Oxford 
were not inaccessible even on the cart-tracks which did duty as 
roads in those days, and some of his wheat may have gone to any 
of these as opportunity afforded or advantage offered. And as the 
years passed he took his own advice and increased the wheat acreage 
until it approached that under barley. 

The orchards gave him profits almost without attention, the 
only expenses being the cost of gathering the fruit, cartage to 
market and the wages of his maid while she was selling it. The 
profits of the pigeon house were a similar gift, although not 
considerable. 

Oddly enough, upon occasion he found it possible to sell hay, 
which must have been unusual because the shortage of winter keep 
for beasts in his day has been widely commented upon. Little 
or no cultivation charges were involved in this crop : mowing, 
making and cartage being the total. Perhaps his “ pulse upon the 
hitch ” enabled him to provide adequately for his flocks and herds. 

The story of the flocks and herds is, as we have seen, incomplete. 
It is true that Loder had bad luck with his sheep in the early days 
of the enterprise and that he argues that he could keep cattle more 
cheaply by wintering them out than at home, but he does not 
actually explain that he did this. After “ the Rate ” in 1618 (?), 
which seems to mean the stinting of the commons, he set up a 
dairy herd and found it profitable. But although there are occa-

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sional details of the profits of animal husbandry it is clearly with 
the arable farm that Loder was most concerned. 

The crops of barley and wheat, the pulse ‘grown on the hitch, 
and his hay, formed for him his profits, and against the value of 
these crops he charges all his general expenses, amongst which is 
included one for interest on the money invested in tillage and seed. 
He calls it “ my stock which lay as dead.” Oddments of income 
like leases for stock on the commons, the income from his orchards 
and pigeon house and his second crop of hay all go to swell his net 
profits which ranged between £: 200 and £300 per annum, a very 
considerable sum for those days. It is to be observed that he 
does not charge managerial salary, nor, when he does manual work 
in the busy season, does he charge for his labour. For convenience 
the arable costs and the value of the crop obtained have been 
assembled in the following table which includes Loder’s own mis- 
statements. 

Nothing very illuminating emerges from this collection of figures. 
Loder did at least take his own advice and increase his output of 
wheat as the years passed, so that by the end of the ten years 
covered by the accounts it was nearly as large as his barley crop ; 
but he compensated this by buying barley for malting towards 
the end. His hay crop fluctuated fairly widely in quantity and it 
was not always the heaviest crop that he valued at the highest 
price. The other items of income show that, where he had a 
measure of control, he was demanding the best economic return 
he could demand ; but the yield of orchard fruit, which seems to 
have been left to the chance of the season, went up and down until 
the last three years when perhaps some more trees came into 
bearing. 

The costs of cultivation and seed did not change much in the 
ten years, while harvesting and threshing varied not only with the 
size of the crop but also with the method by which the work was 
paid for. In this matter as well as in the cost of tillage Loder 
was often exercised in his mind. He did not follow out his own 
conclusions quite logically. His opinion was that it was quite 
definitely better to let out the work by the piece than to do it by 
day labour. And according to his own argument this would have 
been so. Why he did not entirely adopt this way of working it is 
not possible to say. Possibly tradition was too much for him. 
In any case during this decade he did not put out all his work by 
the piece. 
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The profits of his orchards seem to have come without very 
much calculation. As the fruit grew so it was gathered and sold. 
The only expenses noted are the cost of gathering, carriage to 
market and the maid's wages while she was there selling the produce. 
There is no indication of the market where the fruit was sold, but 
it must have been local because the maid was often there for a 
month on end. The produce of the pigeon-house was sold, as a 
natural increment, apparently much in the same way. 

The profits arising from keeping animals are not clear. Early 
in his farming career Loder had one of his characteristic arguments 
with himself on the subject of keeping sheep. He estimates what 
it would cost to over-winter a flock of between 400 and 500 sheep 
of which he would cull and sell 100 per annum at £5 a score + wool. 
He makes an allowance for the value of their dung, but the profit 
he estimates appears to be very small. He estimates that the 
cost of keeping the sheep is nil if he makes the estimated profits, 
but it does not appear that he had very good luck with his sheep. 
And as they were probably kept in the wet heavy lands of the 
commons in the north of the parish, it is easy to understand why 
they were often rotted. In 1613, for instance, Loder's shepherd 
rotted 400, but that did not prevent his selling some. This was, 
however, an exceptionally bad year, but he lost more again in 
1614 and warns himself that he should not have bought “ after 
so great a rot year." What happened to his sheep thereafter he 
does not tell us : but presumably he must have kept some. There 
was a great market for com and sheep at Ilsley, “ increased, rather 
than originated, with a royal charter, granted in 1620, by King 
James I to Sir Francis Moore ..." 1 and this is only just over the 
hills from Harwell. 

Pigs Loder does not seem to have kept as a business undertaking. 
For his purposes they were animals that provided some of the 
food for his household, and because there were no sales they do 
not appear very frequently in the accounts. He did not apparently 
keep many cattle either, preferring to let leases of his rights of com- 
mon. In 1613 he kept six till a fortnight before Candlemas, and 
then eight till the 1st of August. 

I think he must always have had milch cows for the provision 
of his household, and perhaps the animals named were these ; after 
the commons had been stinted in 1618, which is presumably the

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meaning of the cryptic saying " the first year of our rate/' Loder 
kept an account of his dairy, but only for that year. This account 
includes the quantity of milk spent in his own household, the 
butter and cheese and whey and buttermilk. He is careful to 
assess the value of the quantities consumed as well as those sold. 
He only kept 12 beasts from May to Michaelmas plus one for half 
this time, and after that date 11 till they went dry. He estimates 
the money invested in animals at £40 and the profit which accrued 
at £7 12s. 2d., which is treble the use of his “ stock.” Therefore 
this was a good investment, and he thinks it a good idea to continue 
to keep “ good store of beasts now during our rate.” 

But he cannot avoid an argument even on this point, and he 
discusses the possibility of a more profitable alternative. This was 
buying the animals and putting them out for wintering. He 
estimates that the calf will pay for this. The beasts would then 
be let to poor folks for the summer, on what terms are not clear, 
but possibly on the lines of the Dorset dairies of some 200 years 
later. 1 There is no evidence that he ever adopted this method of 
procedure, but he may have done so with the result that the animal 
products do not appear in the accounts. 

Wages. 

In the decade there is no very wide variation in the wages paid 
nor in the piece-work prices. Some of the latter cannot be precisely 
expressed for the reason that they relate to lands the area of which 
is not disclosed. With the exception of the carter the rates were 
low, although of a similar order to others of which there are records. 

Day rates varied from 6 d. in winter to 8 d., and summer wages 
were a penny or two more. Special work like mowing hay or 
reaping com was paid at higher day rates, from is. 2 d. to is. 4 d. 
being usual. Yearly rates varied according to the person. A 
shepherd got £2, a carter £3 6s. 8 d., a boy £1 4s. upwards, and 
once a pair of shoes in addition worth 2s. 2d. The maids got 30s. 
upwards a year, and occasionally a small present as well. These 
all lived in and their keep was an extra charge, averaging £10 a year 
more or less. When the carter lived out he got wages in the neigh- 
bourhood of £10 and various perquisites. The latter in one year, 
much to Loder's alarm, added nearly 5 per cent to the carter's 
income. 

Sometimes the extra labour required for harvest work lived in,

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and then Loder paid from 3s. 4 d. to 4s. a week plus board. For 
threshing he paid often by the piece. A quarter of barley was 
threshed for 6 d. or thereabouts, but a quarter of wheat cost is. 2 d. 
or more. 

Evidently Loder made the best bargain he could with his workers, 
and wage rates had not yet become hard and fast as they seem to 
have done later on. 


Housekeeping. 

Details of the household expenses are fairly complete, but the 
quantities of some things used are given, while for others there 
is only a record of the cost. The wheat used was home-grown 
so that in each year Loder supplies a note of what was used as 
well as of its value. He does the same for malt. The figures are 
as follows : —

The data are in some respects incomplete. It is impossible to 
reduce the personnel of the household to economic man-units, and 
the periods covered are not always exactly one year long, but it is

clear that there was a heavier per capita consumption of wheat and 
malt, particularly the latter, than is common in the modern dietary. 
In some years the wheat consumption is nearly double what is 
common to-day, and this is a striking commentary on the change 
in condition of a moderately well-to-do family in three centuries. 
To some extent perhaps the potato has taken the place of cereal 
food in the modern dietary, but that vegetable would hardly 
compensate entirely for the reduced annual consumption of wheat. 

Another main item of the dietary was provided by the flesh of home- 
bred and -fed hogs, for feeding which supplies of beans were both 
grown and bought. Other meat was obtained by the occasional 
slaughter of a beast or by the purchase of beef. Cheese was evi- 
dently consumed in pretty large amounts Supplies were obtained 
from the dairy and comparatively large quantities were purchased. 
Butter and milk were both produced on the farm and purchased. 
Fish was also purchased, not only for use in Lent but at other seasons 
of the year. Probably the larger part of this was dried or salted fish , 
but some of it may have been fresh-water fish from the Thames or 
the Rennet. Fruit and spices, salt, hops and oatmeal may have 
completed the menu, and only small sums of money were spent on 
these items, but Loder's own orchards provided a good deal of fruit 
of various kinds and the pigeon-house and the chickens doubtless 
helped to vary the bill of fare as well as the wild animals or birds 
which could no doubt be captured on the commons. 

The total cost of food for each person in the family, calculated 
on an arithmetical average, ranged round about £10 per annum. 

Other expenditure stated includes the purchase of some items 
of furniture, occasional luxuries like oysters, very small sums on 
books, the purchase of saddlery for himself and his wife, the building 
of a chimney, a few gifts and odd miscellaneous payments which 
are not repeated and give little clue to the recurrence of specific 
necessities. 

Conclusion. 

From these accounts it is possible to envisage pretty clearly the 
method of farming adopted by a fairly large-scale farmer occupying 
land in a two-field open-field village. The evidence deals a death- 
blow to the idea of the ironbound character of such farming. It is 
indeed unreasonable to imagine that our ancestors were any less 
human than ourselves : tradition no doubt played a large part in 
their lives, but the custom of the " country ” was also a human 
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thing, and there is abundant evidence to show that it could be 
amended to meet the needs of the moment. 

The actual farming of Jacobean fields was clearly subject to 
amendment by an enterprising man, and Loder is not an isolated 
character in his day. Of necessity the method of dealing with the 
arable was different in a two-field village from that adopted in a 
three-field village, or where there was a larger number of fields : 
but there was a degree of elasticity in the possibilities which has 
not so far been remarked. If only for that reason I am happy to 
have been able to edit these accounts, and I hope that other similar 
documents relating to different types of holding may be discovered 
which will throw more light on the details of methods of farming 
in other districts. 

I am indebted to Vice-Admiral F. P. Loder-Symonds for per- 
mission to transcribe and publish the manuscript ; to Dr. Hubert 
Hall for bringing the manuscript to my notice 1 and for encouraging 
me to proceed with its examination ; and to Mr. C. J. Connolly of the 
British Museum for help with the transcription, in which I also had 
the advice of Mr. H. G. Richardson. Dr. H. E. Woodman of the 
School of Agriculture, Cambridge, has been kind enough to criticize 
Loder’s methods of feeding his animals. Finally, I am indebted 
to the Society for publishing the material. 

I must add one other word : Loder’ s holograph is full of caligraphic 
inconsistencies. His use of capital initials is very mixed. Some 
attempt has been made to give all proper names capitals, but it 
will be found that some ordinary nouns are written indifferently 
with capital and small initials. The custom of his time was respon- 
sible also for the use of the letters "v,” “u” and occasionally 
" w ” interchangeably, e.g., in the word “ mow ” the spelling varies 
between "move,” " moue,” and " mowe.” Again, though Loder 
usually sets out his arithmetic in roman figures, he sometimes 
uses arabic numerals. I hope that these inconsistencies, which it 
was difficult to deal with on a uniform basis, will not cause much 
difficulty for readers of the text.
